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proved considerably. With faster lens 
the fault is corrected by combining dif 
ferent types of glass elements in the lens 
whose respective aberrations cancel each 
other out. 

A shortcoming common to one-element 
meniscus lenses is known as “curvature of 
field.” A flat surface at right angles to 
the lens axis is brought to a focus in a 
concave instead of a flat field. Thus, when 
you focus on the center of the subject, 
the edges will be out of focus and when 
you focus for the edges, the center will be 
blurry. This phenomenon is corrected by 
proper separation of the elements of a 
complex multiple-element lens. It is par 
tially corrected in cameras with simple 
lenses by the use of a small stop pro 
ducing enough depth of focus to repro 
duce center and edges with reasonable 
sharpness in a flat plane. When the re 
sulting negative is enlarged beyond a 
given point, however, the fault become: 
quite pronounced. A few cameras with 
meniscus lenses hold the film in a curved 
position corresponding to the concavity 
of the lens field, thereby preventing un 
sharpness due to field curvature. 

Other common shortcomings of the 
lenses we use are “chromatic aberration’ 

the inability of the lens to focus blue, 
green, and red light in the same plane: 
and “astigmatism”—inability of the lens 
to focus vertical and horizontal lines at 
the same time. When an ultra-fast lens 
is not completely corrected for its widest 
aperture, the objectionable flare or mar 
ginal unsharpness produced can usually 
be corrected by stopping down the lens, 
which simultaneously increases the depth 
of field as well as the depth of focus of 
the lens. 

In view of the inherent shortcomings 
of lenses as such, it is obvious that the 
sharpness of the final print can be affected 
by the quality of the enlarging lens as 
well as that of the camera lens. Any old 
lens won't do. In fact, many fine camera 
lenses won't turn out a good enlargement 
unless they are stopped down to correct 
faults that show up when the lens is used 
at relatively close working distances. The 
enlarger must be fitted with a lens cap- 
able of retaining all of the inherent sharp 
ness of the negative. 

On rare occasions, a photographer may 
find that his pictures lack sharpness even 
though his equipment and technique are 
beyond criticism. The fault, in such cases 
may often be traced to a shortcoming in 
the photographer’s eyesight which makes 
it impossible for him to determine when 
the image on his groundglass screen is in 
focus or when the images in his range- 
finder window are aligned or superim- 
posed. A magnifying lens for the ground 
glass will help solve the difficulty in the 
first case while a supplementary lens, 
ground to prescription, can make the 
rangefinder workable. 

And finally, if all signs point to the 
camera lens as the cause of your troubles, 
you can confirm your suspicions by fol- 
lowing the simple test procedure des- 
cribed and illustrated on page 56 of this 
issue. If you haven't the time or tempera 
ment to do your own testing, your local 
camera repair shop will be happy to help 
you.—™

under an electronic flash setup near one 
wall of the studio, where they frisked 
and tumbled—and slept—while Ylla re- 
corded their antics on film. 

An assistant was an important part of 
Ylla’s picture-taking method. “It’s almost 
impossible to work alone,” she explains. 
“The kittens come right up and lick the 
lens.” Sometimes the kittens would be 
placed on the floor to romp together, or 
the assistant would encourage them to 
play by dangling a toy in front of them 
a feather, ball of yarn, or crumpled cello- 
phane wrapper from a pack of cigarettes. 
When Ylla wanted them to stay in one 
spot she placed them on a table where 
they usually stood mewing in mild dis- 
may because they couldn’t jump down 
Sometimes she fed them bits of food dur- 
ing the picture-making session, but this 
practice often brought an end to the 
shooting—the young tigers became too ti- 
gerish after eating. Eventually the kittens 
would tire of playing and fall asleep, 
especially if they had a cozy, sheet-lined 
box where they could snuggle. 

One day Ylla took the kittens to nearby 


| Central Park for some outdoor pictures. 


She put them on a tree branch and shot 
‘kground. 
All went smoothly until one of the kittens 
heard the call of the wild and scrambled 
to the topmost branches. There, in typi 
cal kitten fashion, he got stuck. Forlorn 
and yowling, he stayed marooned until 
Ylla offered a reward in the form of a 
five-cent candy bar to a youthful by- 
stander who climbed the tree and carried 
him down. 

Like most good photographers, Ylla has 
simplified and standardized her technique 
to the point where she can concentrate 
fully on her subject. She uses a Rollei- 
flex exclusively, preferring a twin-lens 
reflex camera because its viewer provides 
easy focusing and shows exactly what 
the film will record. For outdoor shooting 
she uses Super-XX film, indoors she pre- 
fers Plus-X which has greater contrast 
and thus helps compensate for the “flat” 
effect of electronic flash Yila frequently 


| places a supplementary lens for close 
work on her camera because she likes 


extreme closeups where unessential de- 
tail is eliminated. (The indoor shots re- 
produced with this article all were made 
with such a lens.) Another accessory she 
frequently uses is a medium-yellew filter 
to give more background contrast for 
light-colored animals 

Ylla’s studio is equipped with a three- 
unit electronic flash setup with adjustable 
overhead lights. Three large lights on 
one unit provide the basic illumination, 
and two pairs of smaller lights can be 
positioned to give sparkle to the eyes, 
emphasize fur texture, or light the back- 
ground—a plain blue cloth. Ylla recom- 
mends electronic flash as the most effi- 
cient method for lighting animal pictures 
because of its economy, ease of operation, 
and ability to stop the motion of even 
the friskiest puppy or kitten. By using 
several lights placed close to her subject 
she builds up strong enough illumination 
144 


to shoot at an aperture of f/22—and thus 
enjoy relatively great depth of field. 
Amateurs who don’t own electronic 
flash equipment still can make excellent 
animal pictures with ordinary flashbulbs. 
“Flash is perfectly satisfactory for any- 
body taking a few pictures, but becomes 
somewhat costly when you have to make 
a tremendous number of shots as I'm re- 
quired to do,” says Ylla. She has one 
suggestion for users of flash: “Avoid the 
uninteresting effect of direct front light- 
ing. Instead, put your flashgun on an 
extension and move it off the camera.” 
Photofloods, too, can be used with suc- 
cess—Ylla depended on them for years

before she switched to speedlight. But 
floodlamps have two drawbacks: 1) they 
generate so much heat that your subject 
may become uncomfortable during a pro 
longed shooting session; 2) they give less 
intense light than flash or speedlight and 
so require the use of slower shutter 
speeds and wider apertures. 

Some animal action can be anticipated 
and even “staged” to a certain extent. For 
example, Ylla got the shot of a kitten 
arching its back when a dog was brought 
to the studio to be photographed. She 
put the kittens in the bathroom during 
the shooting session, then brought them 
out before the dog left. Although the 
pup wanted to play, the kittens would 
have none of it. Ylla did some fast cam- 
era work and recorded their reaction— 
bristling, snarling, and spitting in de- 
fense of their home. Other pictures are 
the result of patience and sheer luck. 
“The photograph of the cats licking each 
other was one of these,” Ylla says. 

By the end of three weeks Ylla had 
acquired some outstanding pictures of 
kittens hard at work being kittens. Of 
course, every photograph wasn’t as suc- 
cessful as the accompanying illustrations; 
even an expert animal photographer must 
burn up plenty of film to get one smash 
shot. But patience and perseverance 
paid off for Ylla just as they will for you 
if you want to make better pictures of 
your pets. The kittens? A little spoiled 
and somewhat more sophisticated, they 
were returned to the Humane League to 
await adoption in some foster home.—

TRAY DEVELOPING AID

Four negatives were contact-printed to make cheery card at left—(I) tree 
ornaments for front cover; (2) sprig of evergreen and ball inscribed “Merry 
Christmas"; (3) portrait; (4) names. Desired area on negative of single ball 
was treated with new coccine to facilitate later printing-in of portrait. 
Cover and sprig-and-ball negatives were printed on 8 x 10 sheet, above, then 
portrait and names were double-printed. Upper right quarter-section was cut 
from 8 x 10 print and discarded, top left quarter was folded down and pasted, 
then final fold made, completing the card as illustrated in diagram, right. 





Lettering of greeting cards is no problem; 
first photographed from alphabet book, in- 
dividual letters are cut from the copy 
prints to assemble words for message. 
These are then pasted on layout used to 
make negative from which cards are printed.

You will find practically all single 
weight paper, except glossy, suitable for 
folded cards. The size, of course, will 
have to be worked out with the en 
velopes. The envelopes you will find in 
photographic stores accommodate 8x10 
paper or 8!2x11 paper perfectly. 

I have made several of my cards on 
Eastman Ad-type paper—for two rea 
sons: (1) They were contact printed and 
(2) the paper is especially good for fold 
ing. When using single-weight paper, 
fold the paper before it becomes bone 
dry; you will find it much easier to 
handle. With double-weight paper crease 
while the paper is still wet—this way the 
emulsion won't crack when you fold 
your paper after drying. If you desire, 
prints may be treated in a glycerin solu 
tion which will prevent them from be 
coming too brittle. Ten percent glycerin 
makes a good working solution. 

Your card can be given an added touch 
by deckling one edge or tearing one 
edge. There are many tricks of tearing 
for different results, such as using a 
ragged board edge or teeth of a saw,

Look 
around for old Christmas cards, books 
and magazines. They all have them made 
to order All you have to do is copy 
them to the proper size for your card 
You can even get a lettering book from 
an art store and copy the lettering and 
make good black-and-white glossy prints 

then cut the letters out and assemble 
them into words 

Always have your dummy card handy 
to reler to tor proper letter sizes and 
correct spacing. I suggest that when you 
are making copies of signatures and 
greetings that they be written large and 
then reduced with the camera to the 
proper size. In this way any slight errors 
in spacing will be minimized—not exag- 
gerated. Approximately one-third reduc 
tion 1s most satislactory 

In assembling letters into words you 
will find that rubber cement is the best 
gluing substance because it does not 
stain when smeared and it rubs off easily 
Do not forget that filters may be advis 
able to obtain maximum contrast if you 
are copying colored lettering on any film 
other than the color blind variety. 

If you are somewhat handy with letter 
ing yourself, you can use an oil-base 
opaque paint, do the lettering on cello- 
phane, then lay this over your negative 
for printing. This system will give you

FINGER GRIP ON 
LONG CABLE RELEASE 


The long cable releases, 3 feet and ove1 
may lose their versatility by not having 
positive enough grip. The cable release 
often slips through your fingers, and 
many a good exposure is lost that way. 
To remedy this I found that a finger grip 
and an oversize thumb cup solves this 
problem. 

For the finger grip I used a piece of 
brass from an old ferrotype plate. The 
metal measured 212 inches long and }2 
inch wide. Measure out from the center 
1, inch on each side, and mark off. This 
leaves 1 inch of metal on each side to 
form into the finger grip. Then drill a 
hole through the center of the metal for 
the cable release to fit through. This 
should be a tight fit so that it can be 
forced onto the metal bushing on the up 
per part of the cable release. Now solde 
the finger grip to the shank of the cable 
release. For the thumb piece I used 
large upnolsterers’ finishing tack. This 
tack has about 14-inch diameter head and 
resembles an oversize household tack 
Force the nail part out of the head. Then 
solder the top of the tack, bottom side 
up, to the original thumb rest. The bot- 
tom of the head has a cup-like shape and 
your thumb will set in nicely. A coat o1 
ladies’ red nail polish finished off the job 
The finger grip not only makes for a more 
positive working action but also provides 
a hook which can be secured to the cam- 
era so that the cable release will hang 
when not in use.~Phillips St. Claire, New 
York City.

You and the other admission payers do 
the rest of the job. Throughout the show, 
the management has you unwittingly at 
work, refining the cold mechanical proc 


ess that is being thrown at you, render 
ing it the quality which you see as mo 
tion pictures 

What actually occurs when we watch 
1 movie is: (1) A still picture is project 
ed upon the screen. (2) The light from 


t} 


the projector is cut off. (3) The same pic 





ture reappears upon the screen. (4) The 
light from the projector is again cut from 


the screen, this time to permit anothe: 


still picture (just a trifle different from 
the preceding one) to be pulled into 
place. (5) The light from the projector 


again reaches the screen, displaying the 
new picture 

This process is repeated over and ove1 
at the rate of 24 slightly different still 
pictures every second (In silent films it’s 
16 still pictures every second) ... which 
means that a theater's screen is blanked 
out 48 times every second! This projec 
tion system has been founded on the fact 
that once human vision sees light, the 
image lingers in the mind momentarily, 
after the light is put out. (Some of these 
points are elementary, I know—but, stick 
with me anyway, will you?) For you 
own Satisfaction, look at a bright light, 
then squeeze your eyes closed quickly 
Notice the light hangover? 

If it weren't for this, the human optical 
system's inability to shut out what it has 
seen, we couldn't have movies. Think of 

The reason becomes at once evident, 
then, why we do not notice the 48 inte 
vals each second when there is no pic 
ture on the screen at all. The light from 
each still picture which is projec ted stay 
alive in the mind until the next exposure 
comes along to replace it. Putting it an 
other way, each light hangover bridges 
the darkness between consecutive ex 
posures 

But .. . and this is the important 
thing! ...if each of these consecutive 
stills were not matched to the point of 
being practically identical, they wouldn't 
melt together forming the smooth bridge 
of light which we see as one continuous, 
unbroken motion picture scene.

forget some of the details of his previous 
scene. But, not the audience. The audi 
ence sees one scene right after the other, 
the flow of action spilling directly from 
one scene into another, as if the camera 
had never stopped. When the action 
doesn’t match at the juncture of related 
scenes, continuity is broken, a disagree 
able jerk or jar or jump in projection in 
variably results. The very basis upon 
which the mechanics of motion pictures 
are founded is upset 

Professional producers would no sooner 
neglect matching the action of their 
scenes than a barber would cut your hair 
differently on each side of the head. Yet, 
some of the best examples of how un 
pleasant missing action can be is some 
times provided by the professional 
screen. Not so often anymore, and prac 
tically never in first-run theaters, but if 
you can recall the early days of movies 
youll remember that it was almost a 
miracle if you saw a program without 
the film breaking at least once 

Although it should be fairly obvious, 
I'd better point out that it is just as im 
portant to keep the placement of objects 
ind props identical in consecutive scenes 
as it is to match the action of the parts 
that move. For instance, if Susie’s apple 
had been accidently bumped and rolled 
while Mrs. Smith was getting ready for 
her second scene, it would have had to 
be replaced exactly where it had been, 
before starting the camera again. Othe: 
wise, during projection, it would sud- 
denly change its location on the table 
without rhyme or reason. In short, ev 
ery detail must be identical at points 
where directly related scenes join. 

The system of matching action which 
has been given reference to, up to here, 
is known as “cutting in the camera.” It 
is fine for the average amateur who 
wants to budget his film costs or who 
doesn't want to be bothered with editing 
his films at a future date. Simply a case 
of having characters stoy (and stay ex- 
actly as they are) simultaneously with 
the stopping of the camera, then having 





them continue the action as the camera 
iS Sta again 

In professional moviemaking, however, 
accuracy in matching action is safeguard- 
ed by re-shooting a small portion ol the 


action which took place in the last part 
of the previous scene, or by letting the 
characters continue on into some of the 
action they're going to start with in the 


xt scene, or both. Then, in cutting and 


editing the filr later, there will be a 
“long ciolce of spots where the action 
can be spliced te match. You unde 

stand, of course, that not one bit of re- 


peated action is used twice, i.e. the char 
acters must never be shown doing the 
same thing over where the scenes join. 
That would be as bad as, or worse than, 
skipping part of an action. The film may 
be clipped and spliced where, and only 
where, the action is identical. The action 
that is repeated, or the stretches of film 
that contain the repeated action which is 
not used, is called “overlap” and is dis- 
carded or simply filed away.

uninterrupted take that is easy to make. 

The only accessory needed for the 
stunt is a sheet of clear glass of suitable 
size, preferably between 5x7 and 8x10 


inches. This glass plate, when mounted 
it a 45 degree angle in front of the camera 
lens, will act partly as a mirror, reflecting 
into the lens any well-lighted subject lo 


cated at right angles to the camera, while 
still permitting the lens to focus through 
it to include the main subject in front of 
the camera. By using a large sheet of 


glass which projects above the camera 





and in front of the viewfinder, your view 
finder will show the reflected image and 
its relation to the main subject just as 
they will appear on the film 


The reflected imasy of course, repre 





sents the ghost or dream image, which 


can be made to appear on cue during the 


filming of the main scene. The trick is to 
pose the ghost subject against a black 
background and keep it in darkness until 


the time for its materialization. Then, 
gradually illuminate the ghost with a 
spotlight, or an RSP-2 concentrating 


hotoflood, to fade the

main image. As long as the ghost is not 
illuminated, the glass plate will have no 
effect on the and the camera 
will reco o! in scene before it 
In planni 1 scene which is to 
be haunted, arrange your composition in 
a way that provides a dark or subdued 
area in that portion where you want the 
ghost to appear. You can do this by cor 
centrating your key lights away from 
this area. Any objects in this area will 


show through the ghost, giving your 
spirit a t¥ans} arent look commonly asso 
ciated with supernatural creatures 

Because there is considerable loss of 
brilliance in the reflected image of the 
ghost, a better balance of exposure will 
result if you give the ghost from two to 
three times more light than the main 
scene, 

To shoot a materialization sequence, 
first set up your main scene before the 
camera and light it accordingly. At right 
angles to the camera, set up a black hen 
drop and pose your ghost subject in front 
of it. The ghost subject should be ap- 
proximately the same distance from the

camera lens as the main subject, or at 
least within the depth of field range cov- 
ered by the focus and aperture the lens 
is set at. 

For focusing purposes, a bright spot- 
light is directed on the ghost subject, il- 
luminating only that portion of the anat 
omy which is to appear in the scene. 
Next, the plate glass is set up in front of 
the camera lens and turned to a 45 degree 
angle until, while looking at the main 
scene through the viewfinder, you see 
the reflection of the ghost image swing 
into position and superimpose itself over 
the desired area of the composition. When 
the time comes for your ghost to materi 
ilize, simply turn on the spotlight aimed 
at the ghost subject. The glass plate will 
pick up this reflection and superimpose it 
onto the film recording the main scene 

If you want the 





1ost to fade into the 
scene rather than show up abruptly, a 
rheostat, wired in series with your spot 
light, can be used to turn up the bril- 
liance gradually. Such rheostats, made 
for high amperage use, can be obtained 
at electrical or radio supply house In 
the absence of a rheostat, you can pro 
duce the same effect by hanging 
sheets of tissue paper in front of your 
ight and removing these rather rapids 
one by one. To fade the ghost image out 


again, just reverse the procedure
